LONDON, Oct. 2.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Intense heat throughout Great 
Britain for the past ten days, unprece- 
dented in weather records, was followed 
by a heavy gale which caused much 
damage along the coasts.

HIS DUAL LIFE. 


The Batate of Darius A. Martin Dis- 
puted by Two Widows. 
(REGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Oct. 2.—The 
will of Darius A. Martin, a wealthy 
grain-dealer of this city who died on 
August 26, tells the story of a man who 
for thirteen years had two wives, one in 
Chicago and the other in this city. He 
was a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and in this city he and his Mil- 
waukee wife moved in the best society. 

The dual existence of the man comes 
to light through the petition of Anna H. 
J. Martin of Chicago for proof of the 
will in the Probate Court here. She 
sets up the claim that for many years 
she has been the common-law wife of 
Darius A. Martin and that she has a 
ay by him 12 years old, Willie FE. Mar- 

n. 

The will as now filed is minus the sig- 
nature, which has been torn off, but it 
was witnessed by W. H. Wood and Ri: 
G. Weissert, a well-known lawyer of 
this city. By its terms Ellen M. Mar- 
tin, for twenty years the Milwaukee 
= of Martin, gets the interest on $15,- 

during her lifetime. Anna H. J. 
Martin, the Chicago wife, gets_the in- 
terest on $10,000 during her lifetime. The 
remainder of the estate, which consists 
of $20,000 in personal property and real 
estate, which yields an annual rental 
of $45,000, is to be divided between WiI- 
lie Martin, the child by the Chicago 
wife, and Ellen M. Martin, the Milwau- 
kee wife. 

On August 31, Ellen M. Martin filed a 
petition in the Probate Court, claiming 
that Martin had died without leaving a 
will and asking that a special executor 
be appointed. The present move of the 
Chicago wife is to combat this action. 
Martin was for many years a member 
of the Chamber of Commerce here and 
mas widely known. 


BROOKLYN LAUNCHED. 


THE NEW CRUISER 
, BAPTIZED. 


FORMALLY 


Mayor Schieren’s Daughter Breaks 
the Traditional Bottle of Cham- 
pagne Over the Bow—Speeches 
by Prominent People—A Great 
Crowd Present. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA (Pa.,) Oct: 2.—The 
United States armored cruiser Brook- 
lyn was launched at 1:08 o'clock today. 
Miss Ida May Schieren, daughter of the 
Mayor of the city from which the mam- 
moth vessel takes her name, broke a 


bottle of erican champagne on the 
cruiser’s bow, and said: “I christen thee 
Brooklyn.”" Some disappointment was 


felt at the absence of Secretary of the 
Navy Herbert. 

When the gates of the shipyard were 
thrown open, shortly before noon,

After the ceremonies luncheon was 
served and felictious speéches were 
made, among the speakers being Mayor 
Schieren of Brooklyn, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy McAdoo, Mayer War- 
wick and the Cramps. 

The Brooklyn is regarded by naval ex- 
perts as a marvel in the art of marine 
architecture. She is classed as a steel- 
armored cruiser, having four eight-inch 
barbette turrets. Her cost, exclusive of 
armament, is $2,986,000. The principal 
dimensions of the Brooklyn are: Length 
on the load water line, 400.5 feet: beam, 
extreme, 64.68 feet; draught, mean nor- 
mal, 24 feet; displacement, <«aormal, 
9271 tons; indicated horse-power, 16,000; 
speed in knots per hour, 24; total coal 
capacity, 1753_tons; coal carried, nor- 
mal displacement, 900 tons. The same 
dimensions of the New York are _ re- 
spectively - 380.65 feet; 64.10 feet; 23.25 
feet; 8200 tons; 9000 tons; 1290 tons; 750 
tons; speed 21 knots. : 

The Brooklyn will have twin screws. 
There will be four engines of the ver- 
tical, triple expansion type, two on 
each shaft, located in four separate 
compartments. There are seven boilers, 
placed in three compartments. Five of 
these are of the double-ended type and 
two of the single-ended. The hull is of 
steel, not sheathed, with a double bot- 
tom and a close water-tight subdivision 
running to about twelve feet above the. 
water line. 

‘The ship’s battery will consist of 
eight eight-inch breech-loading rifles of 
35 calibre, twelve five-inch hreech- 
loading rifles of the rapid-fire type, 
twelve six-pounder rapid-fire guns, four 
one-pounder rapid-fire guns and four 
machine guns. The eight-inch guns 
will be mounted in four barbette tur- 
rets, placed one forward and one aft on 
the center-line, and one on either side 
of the vessel amidships. 

The guns in the turrets on the center- 
line are to have a train of 310 deg. 
Those in the side turrets can fire from 
right ahead to right astern or train 
through an arc of 180 deg. each. The 
center of the side turrets will be dis- 
tant from the center-line of the vessel 
about twenty-three feet. The armor 
forming the barbette, which’ will pro- 
tect the carriages, platform and turret 
machinery, will be eight inches in thick- 
ness for .a portion equivalent to the 
train of the guns of the respective tur- 
rets. The remaining portions may be 
reduced to four inches in. thickness. Un- 
der the turret will be placed three-inch 
armor-supporting tubes, which will 
prateect the ammunition hoists. 

The armor of the turrets will be five 
and a half inches in thickness. The 
guns will be so mounted that they can 
supplied with ammunition and 
loaded at any position of the train. She 
will have no side armor. Protection t6 
the hull will be given by a steel pro- 
tective deck worked from stem ‘to stern 
and supported by heavy beams. The 
bottom edges of this deck amidships 
are to be five feét six inches below the 
twenty-four foot water line, the top of 
the deck rising to the water line at the 
center of the vessel. 

By the arrangement of the battery, it 
is possible to concentrate six eight-inch 
guns. ahead, or abeam, as opposed to 
four ahead. astern or abeam, as in the 
case of the New York. Moreove? the 
axis of the gun in the forward turret 
js more than eight feet higher than that 
of the corresponding guns of the New 
York, enabling them to be fought in al- 
most, any weather and Biving them a 
great advantage in plunging fire. ~ _—

SCARED TURKS 


Constantinople 'a Scene 
01 Bloodshed. 


An Encounter Between Police 
and Armenians. 
One Hundred and Forty Men 


Slain on Both Sides and 
Many Wounded. 


Several Hundred Rioters Arrested— 
Mach Terror Pixtate—The Porte 
Sta- 
dents Take tp the Fight. 


(MPEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Secretary 
Olney today received the following ca- 
blegram from United States Minister 
Terrill at Constantinople: P 

“On Monday several hundred Ar- 
meniane marched on the Porte, pro- 
fessedly to ask redress of grievances. 
The patriarch tried to prevent ft A 
conflict oceprred between the Armeni- 
ans and the palice. Probably about 


| sixty Turks and Armenians were killed, 


among them a Turkish major,. and 
many were wounded, The Armenians 
carried pistols. 

“Yesterday several more were killed. 
Last night eighty were killed. Several 
hundred imprisoned. The Porte had 
notice of a demonstration which they 
say was organized by leaders of the 
Hunchargist revolutionists, whom they 
captured. Much terror exists. I think 
the Porte will be able to resist fanatic- 
ism,”’ 

FIVE HUNDRED ARRESTS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.—Five 
hundred arrests have been made in con- 
nection withthe recent rioting of Ar- 
menians here. The government is 
greatly alarmed. The garrison is kept 
under arms. 

Trouble among Armenians in this city 
has been brewing for a long timie, the 
bitter feeling against the authorities 
growing stronger as week after week 


passes without adoption by the Turkish | 


government of a scheme for reform in 
Armenia proposed by the representa- 
tives of the powers. Finally the Ar- 
menians Geterm'ned, at all hazards, to 
attempt to present a petition to the 
Sultan through the Grand Vizier and a 
large body of Armenians on Monday 
marched with this intention toward the 
palace of the Porte. The authorities, in 
armticipation of trouble, had stationed a 
strong force of police about the palace, 
and other buildings were also guarded. 
The arrival of Armenians at the pal- 
ace was a signal for several desperate 
encounters between them and the po- 
lice, during which several Turks and a 
number of Armenians were killed or 
wounded. A conservative estimate 
places the killed at ten, with forty 
wounded. Many Armenians were thrown 
to the ground and severely beaten by 
Turkish policemen, after which they 
were securely bound and carted away to 
prison. One Armenian, after -having 
been terribly beaten with a bludgeon, 
was shot and killed by a policeman. 
Rioting was continued for the re- 
mainder of the day, and so alarmed the 
government that the garrison was hast- 
ily ordered under arms, and has been 
so ever since, the troops being rigor- 
ously confined to the barracks. Students 
took an active part in rioting. A crowd 
of these killed two Turkish officers and 
wounded a number. The arresting of 
Armenians went on all day Monday and 
yesterday, accompanted by more blood- 
shed; several Armenians resisted 
the attempt to take them into custody 
being killed while fighting the police. 


.In addition, eight Armenians were killed 


with the precincts of the ministry of 
police, where besides many persons 
were wounded. 

The Turks, greatly enraged at the 
outbreak, threatened vengeance upon 
the Armenians. As a result, during the 
evening Monday a body of Softas (Mo- 
hammedan students of theology.) armed 
with ugly-looking sticks, assembled in 
the public square, threatening to start 
out and massacre the Armenians, but 
the authorities hurried several detach- 
ments of police to the spot and the Mo- 
hammedan students eventually dis- 
persed. ‘ 

The authorities are doing everything 
possible to belittle the affair, but there 
is no denying that it was a most se- 
rious disturbance, and more trouble is 
anticipated. The Turkish government, 
in, its efforts to calm apprehension, has 
sent a,quieting circular to the envoys 
of foreign countries here. At the palace 
the utmost consternation is said to pre- 
vail, and every precaution has been 
taken to suppress further outbreaks 
upon the part of dissatisfied Armenians. 
Owing to the seriouscondition of affairs, 
the dinner which was to have been 
given tonight at the palace in the honor 
of Prince Albert of Schleswig-Holstein 
has been countermanded and the French 
warship Petrel has postponed its de- 
parture. 

The serious apprehension felt by the 
Turkish authorities and the precau- 
tions taken by them to keep the mili- 
tary force in the garrison constantly 
under arms on ' account of the fear 
aroused by the riot precipitated on 
Monday by the Armenians of the ciry, 
are shown to be amply justified by the 
further futbreaks which occurred yes- 
terday. Two Armenian porters were 
among thosé subjected to the wholesale 
arrest of Armenians by Turkish author- 
ities and they showed resistance to the 
police and were accordingly.killed. It 
is only by personal investigation that 
those seeking news of the disturbance 
can secure any details, as the lips of all 
police and government officials are 
closed and no reliable information 
from official sources regarding the riot 
can be had. 

The Armenian quarter of the city to- 
day was deserted and quiet as the

tion and life, the shops and great ba-

England’s Lightweight Champion 
Knocked Out by a Philadelphian.

Club held at Long Island City furnished 
those interested an opportunity tonight 
to witness an international contest.

At the meeting of the board of direr« 
tors of the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday afternoon, in the absence of 
President Patterson, Vice-President 
Forman occupted the chair. There were 
present Directors Parsons, Jones, For- 
man, Davisson, Graff, Klokke, Banning, 
Munson, Slauson, Johnson and Cline. 

Director Davisson read a telegram 
from one of the delegates to the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association, asking 
whether it was the desire of the peopi« 
of Los Angeles that that organization 
be asked to hold its next gathering in 
this city. It was moved and carried 
we a special Invitation be tendered to

A communication was read from the 
State Bureau of Highways, asking the 
chamber to participate in a display of 
road-building material, to be held at At- 
lanta at the National Road Convention.

A eommunication was read from 
Prof. Lowe, asking that arrangements 
be made for an excursion of the mem- 
bers of the chamber to the formal open- 
ing and dedication of the Alpine di- 
vision of the Mt. Lowe Railway. and 
asking that a committee he appointed 
with whom he might confer in re- 
regard to the detalls of the affair.

t was decided that the Congressional 
delegation which has been investigating 
the waterways, rivers and harbors tn 
the southern part of the "'nited States, 
with a view to informing themselves as 
to the appropriations that may be 
needed, be invited to visit Southern Cal- 
ifornia in order to inform themselves as 
to the needs of this section also. 

F. W. Edelsten was given audience by 
the board with regard toé the appoint- 
ment of a delegate to attend the Miners’ 
Convention at San Francisco. We pre- 
sented a statement, showing the rap- 
idly-increasing mining interests in this 
section, from which the following may 
be quoted: 

“The growth of the mining industry 
in Southern California has kept pace 
with the other industries, although 
very little is known about it except by 

ose interested, as the « perations are 
conducted in remote places, and the 
owners conceal the facts of their being 
interested for different reasons. Los An- 
geles ts the geographical-center of the 
largest and best undeveloped mining 
country in the United States, if not in 
the world. We have statistics to prove 
that the investigation of the mines of 
Southern California has been on a more 
extensive scale this year than tn all the 
past history of the country. There are 
in Los Angeles about 175 people who are 
operating mines in Southern California. 
a capital of over $2,000,000 invested. 

here are in Los Angeles county. 7 
mills and about 275 miners workirg.

NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


RECEIVERS HAVE TAKEN 
CHARGE OF THE ROAD. 


General Manager Appointed—Hénry 
~ Willard Again Attacked as 
a Wrecker.

Gen. Wade Hampton’s Report on the 
Financial Condition of Pacific 
Roads—Recommendations. 


The Los Angeles Terthinal Road 
Wins a Victory Over South Pasa- 
dena—A New Fast Overland 
Train—Trend of Travel. 


A was received last evening 
by T. E. Gibbon, Esq., from T. H. Ward, 
clerk of the ,.Supreme Court at San 
Francisco, announcing that the Supreme 
Court had réVersed the judgment and 
ordered: the dismissal of the case of 
South Pasadena against the Los Ange- 
les Terminal Railway Company. As 
brief as the message was it contained 
much that elated Mr. Gibbon, for it in- 
formed him that asattorney for the rail- 
road company he had wona most impor- 
tant suit, and a decision had been 
given establishing a precedent that will 
be far-reaching. 

Something over a year ago the Board 
of Trustees of South Pasadena brought 
suit against the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railroad Company_to compel the com- 
pany to abide by the conditions of the 
franchise granted the road. by that 
body. By these conditions the railroad 
company was required to carry passen- 
gers between South Pasadena and the 
business center of Los Angeles for 25 
cents for the round trip, a strict com- 
pliance with which would compel the rail- 
road to supply street-car transportation 
between the terminal here and an up- 
town point supposed to be the “‘business 
center.” The railroad objected to mak- 
ing such a rate and refused to comply 
with the Trustees’ demands, claiming 
that the board had no right to attempt 
to regulate railroad fares outside the 
limits of its municipal jurisdiction. 


After a trial in the Superior Court in‘ 


Los Angeles Judge Shaw decided against 
the railroad company and ordered the 
franchise forfeited. As this would have 
compelled the railroad to take up its 
tracks through that place and go out of 
business the case was appealed, the 
Supreme Court issuing a writ supersed- 
ing the order of injunction until the 
final decision. The reversal of the de- 
cision not only defeats South Pasadena 
and deters the city of Pasadena from 
beginning a similar suit, but involvesa 
new ruling on ultra’vires as applied to 
contracts and franchises. 

As both Pasadena and South Pasa- 
dena have, since granting the condi- 
tional franchise to the Terminal Com- 
pany; given franchises to both the Pas- 
adena and Los Angeles Electric Rail- 
road and the Southern Pacific contain- 
ing restrictive clauses regulating the 
amount of fare that may be charged be- 
tween those points and Los Angeles this 
decision will nullify those conditions. 

THE LAW IN THE CASE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—The Su- 
preme Court put itself on record in re- 
ard-to the authority of the Railroad 
Commission today. Though declining to 


| consider the matter in the case before it, 


the court’expresséd. the opinion that the 
commission had full, power to prevent 


discrimination in rates between differ-~ 


ent places and to see that excessive 
transportation-rates were not charged. 
The court says: “It seems to us that 
the usefulness of that (the State rail- 
road) commission for some of the prin- 
cipal purposes it was designed to ac- 
complish, the prevention of discrimina- 


tion between places and the imposition. 
of excessive charges of transportation | 
companies, must be greatly impaired, 
not to say destroyed, if its action may 
be forestalled by local ordinances pre-. 
scribing rates of fare to distant points,

As a result of the inquiry the commis- 
sion made an order. raising the rate be- 
tween South Pasadena and Los Ange- 
les to 25 cents for a single trip and 35 
cents -for a round trip, providing such 
round trip were made within two days 
after the purchase of the ticket. This 
order went into effect immediately and 
was executed at once. 
. The city of South Pasadena, as soon 
as the increased rate was announced, 
began suit against the Los Angeles 
Terminal Railway Company to have its 
franchise forfeited. The alternatives 
in the complainants’ prayer were, first, 
that the rate be réduced to 30 cents for 
the round trip and, second, in the event 
of the company refusing to do so, that 
the company’s franchise be declared 
forfeited, and that it be enjoined from 
operating its road in South Pasadena as 
a public nuisance. The Superior Court 
of-Los Angeles decided against the 
railway company and issued the in- 
junction-from which the company ap- 
pealed. 

In reversing the decision and ordering 
judgment to be entered in favor of the 
Los Angeles Terminal Railway Com- 
pamy, the Supreme Court holds that,

THE PACIFIC ROADS... 


SHINGTON, October 2.—Wade 
Commissioner of Railroads, 
has made his annual report to’the Sec- 
retary of the Intertor.. He says that in 
hard times it appears that the gross 
receipts of the Union Pacific system 

reduced 
normal. The commissioner says that a 
cast-iron rule as to payments cannot be 
observed, and thinks that there should 
be a flexible adjustment of annual pay- 
ments to correspond with the dimin- 
ished earnings. He thinks that the 
Thurman act will be found to justify 
the expectation of its framers if the: 
following amendments are made: ; 

First—To embrace within its provis- 
ions all Pacific roads which have re- 
ceived from the United States a loan of 
bonds in aid of construction. . 

Second—To provide that 50 per cent. 
instead of 25 per cent, of. the earnings 
be retained. 

Third—To extend the debt till it 
shall have been discharged as provided. 

Fourth—To further provide that if 
any of the companies abandon any por- 
tion of the subsidized lines or divert 
their business from subsidized to un- 
subsidized roads, the company shall, in 
such cases, be required to transfer the 
lien and .condition which attached to 
the old or. subsidized line to the new 
and unsubsidized line, in order that the 
rights and interests of the United States 
may be protected. The . commissioner 
believes such legislation will hasten the 
payment of the company’s indebted- 
ness, as they are anxious to be ‘freed 
from governmental supervision. 

The commissioner referred to the 
fact that there has (been great improve- 
ment in condition since his last annual 
report, and that there ie an increase of 
earnings of roads under his supervision. 
He reviews the financial conditions of 
the Union and Central Pacific railways 
and says the debt of the Union Pacific 
to the government is*$53,005,063, with a 
total lability of $187,673,900; the debt of 
the Central Pacific to the .United. 
States ts $57,734,183, with a total liability 
of $185,033,682. : 

The commissioner says that the bonds 
~of' the Central Pacific, which fell due 
on January 16, 1895, were to have been 
paid by the company, but, as a matter 
of fact, were paid-+out of the :reneral 
funds of the United States treasury. He 
said that this payment may be-«reim- 
bursed from the sale of bonds in the 
sinking fund, but there is not sufficient 
market for the. sale of such bonds. to 
cancel one-tenth part of the debt. .The 
properties of the two reads are re- 
ported in good condition. 

The commissioner reviews the at- 
tempt at Pacific railroad, legislation in 
the last Congress,-and says: °**The,re- 
sults of the last two.years have shown 
that, during a period of financial and 
industrial depression it would ‘be im-

THE OIL FIELD. 


PRESIDENT OF THE EXCHANGE 18 
IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


That Syudicate Was Never Seriously 
Considered and Ite Breaking Up 
Was Net Disastrous — Talking 
About the Standard. 


President R. H. Herron of the.Oll Ex- 
change is in San Francisco on some 
mysterious business connected with the 
exchange, and there was a noticeable 
duliness in the offices of the association 
of local ofl producers yesterday. The 
secretary, T. J. Cochrane, appeared to 
have “that tired feeling” as he talked, 
with an air of quiet amusement, con- 
cerning the Standard Oil Company ard 
the probability of its jumping into the 
oll market of Southern California as @ 
competitive bidder. 


“We're not the least bit worried by 
the talk the Standard is giving the 
public,” said Mr. Cochrane. ‘You see, 
the exchange .has seventy-seven out 
of a possible total of one hundred Los 
Angeles ofl producers, on its member- 
ship list, and every one of them has 
signed a contract to allow the exchange 
to handle the output of their wells for 
three years. This contract was en- 
tered into only a short time ago. This 
is the only contract the members of the 
exchange have signed except a very 
few short-time contracts, which they 
can fill éasily, with consumers. On the 
the other hand the Puente, Pacific 
Coast and, possibly, the Union Oil com- 
panies have all entered into a long- 
time contract to sell oil to consumers 
for about $1 a barrel, At the present 
time, with oil as low at 35 cents a bar- 
rel, they can make money, but, if the 
Standard enters the market as a buyer, 
don’t you see that these other com- 
panies will jJump.around.very lively to 
get oil enough to fill those disagreeable 
contracts. Virtually, then, there is no 
way for the Standard Company to bay 

il here, for both the members cf the 

il Exchange and all the most impor- 
tant oil companies outside of the ex- 
change are bound by ¢Cast-iron, long- 
term contracts. The exchange can 
handle 500,000 barrels of oil without dif- 
ficulty, and, pending the negotiations 
which we are carrying on with. three 
Pacific Coast water transportation com- 
panies, we will arrange some tempor- 
ary facilities for the handling of the 
Los Angeles output. We are open to 
any transportation company’s bid, even 
that of the Standard. if they do busi- 
ness our way. ‘about that much- 
talked-of San synditate rep- 
resented by Charles Sonntag, whose 
proposition was never very seriously 
considered by the exchange. The only 
offer advanced by -Mr. Sonntag was to 
ship our ol] to San Francisco and | 
charge us 51 cents a barrel for trans-— 
portation. But 51. cé@nts is the regular 
freight rate>by way of the Southern 
Pacific, so we didn’t bite at the bait. 
We have no intention of going into the 
transportation business, and we don’t 
want to send our oil to San Francisco 
We want to sell it 

n my Opinion the Standard peo- 
ele. do not desire to simply transport 
the oil. They want to control the mar- 
ket. If they ever get their nuses into 
the oil producers affairs that is what 


be made by them in refining the oil on 
this Coast, and the Eastern product is 
so much better for refining purposes 
that they wil never take the California 
oil East to refine it. 
which they hold over anything they 
once get their hand on Ites in the fact 
that, ile they pay the regular freight 
rates fof transportation, they get a re- 
bate from all the railroad companies 
they do business with.” 

W. H. Fietcher, who is a member of 
the Oil Exchange, does not agree ex- 
actly with Mr. Cochrane. Said Mr. 
Fletcher yesterday: 

“I used to have considerable faith in 
the ability of the exchange to secure 
fair prices for our oil, but [{ lost it a 
short while ago. One- half of the mem- 
bership of the exchange is pulling and 
hauling against the other half. Out of 
the total membership of seventy-seven 
only thirty have signed the three-years’ 
agreement. And, by the way, there is 
none of the elements of a contract in 
that agreement. We simply mutually 
promised each other to allow. our of- 
}-ficers to handle our oil. Some of those 

who refused to sign the agreement were 
probably frightened away by the re- 
port circulated by ofl buyers that if 
the exchange was unable to fill its con- 
tracts the individual members who 
have large property interests would be 
mulcted for large damages. Such a 
contingency is scarcely possible, but, 
even if it should happen, the. different 
members would only. lose in proportion 
the stock they held in the 

n. 

W. L. Young had some pointed views 
concerning the Standard and its threat- 
ened entrance. into the field of compe- 
tition. He said: 

“I would like to see the-Standard es- | 
tablish a business here and believe it} 
would be for the best interests of the’ 
city to have that company handling all 
‘our output. We have a great field here 
for -future development. In Pennsyl- 
vania each oil well is allowed five acres 
of ground, while here we put two wells 
on a twenty-five foot lot, and yet our 
oil wells last considerably longer than 
the Pennsylvania wells. I have been 
in the oil business sixteen years, and 
you the outlook here is wonder-

CITY COUNCIL. 


Rids for the Construction of New 
School Buildings. 

Yesterday at 11 o'clock was the time 
set for opening the bids on the con- 
struction of the new schol buildings. 
The Council met at 9 o’clock, however, 
and transacted considerable business 
before the bids were opened.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Location of a Cemetery De- 
cided by the Board. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 


Board of Health was held yesterday, 
and attention was given to matters 
that concern the general health of the 
city. 

A communication from Bishop Mora, 
dealing with the proposed location for 
a new cemetery, referred by the City 
Council to the Board of Health, was 
discussed and the location selected, be- 
yond Evergreen Cemetery, was con- 


ceded to be a proper one. A recommen- 


mendation to the Council to that effect 
was adopted by the board. 

The petition of the W.C.T.U.. to erect 
watering troughs throughout the city, 
was considered. Dr. Smith, of the board, 
believed all public troughs to be dan- 
gerous nuisances, as diseases can be 
easily transmitted when these troughs 
are in use. Instead of granting this pe- 
tition, or recommending locations for 
new troughs, he favored abolishing 
those now in use. Other members of 
the board agreed with Dr. Smith, and 
the Health Officer was.instructed to 
prepare a list of the troughs in the city, 
giving the location of each, preparatory 
to doing away with them altogether. 

Complaints against the foul smells 
created by the oll refineries at College 
and Buena Vista streets, and Second 
and Beaudry avenue, wereconsidered by 
the board. It was conceded that the re- 
fineries are nuisances, and the Health 
Officer was authorized to take steps by 
which these nuisances may be abated. 

Councilman Munson, who, as chair- 
man of the Board of Public Works, has 
had to do with the bids for the crema- 
tion of dead animals, called the atten- 
tion of the board to this matter yester- 
day, the Council having asked that the 
board prepare a recommendation as to 
the proper method of disposing of dead 
animals in the city. The matter was 
referred to the Health Officer to draft 
specifications upon which bids for the 
work may be made. The board will 
meet tomorrow at 4 o’clock to consider 
the specifications, and make a recom- 
mendation in the matter.

Judge Van Dyke Orders a Writ of 
Mandate, 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday ordered 
the issuance of a peremptory writ of 
mandate in the case of J. H. Carter vs. 
L. R. Tilghman. The writ fs directed 
to the defendant as treasurer of the 
Big Rock Creek Irrigation ‘District, re- 
quiring him to pay warrants and de- 
mands drawn upon the treasurer of the 
district, as set forth in the petition of 
the plaintiff, some of which warrants 
are drawn in favor of the petitioner, and 


some in favor of other parties and as- 
signed to him. 


Tilghman answers that, .on July 10: 
1894, the directors of the Big Rock Csoais 
Irrigation District ordered a Special 


| election to be beld on August 4, 1394, 


submitting to the qualified electors 

the district the question whether a apes 
cial assessment of $4000 should be levied 
for thé payment of the salaries of of- 


ficers and agents of the district. for the 


repairs, maintenance and protection of 


the ditches and other property and 
rights of the district.’ The election was 
held, and a two-thirds vote was cast in 
favor of the assessment, which was ac- 
cordingly levied. 

On November 15, the directors ordered 
that a quarter of this asses#¥ment of 
$4000 should be paid into the expense 
fund, another quarter into the litiga- 
tion fund, and the remaining helf into 
an engineer’s fund, which was created. 

The total amount of the special as- 
sessment that has come into the hands 
of the treasurer is $2147.58, and he has 
paid out on warrants issued by the 
board of directors amounts aggregat- 
ing sufficient to reduce the money now 
in his hands to $1032.29, of which 
amount 35 cents belongs to the expense 
fund, $408.88 to the litigation fund, 
$621.86 to the engineer's fund, $1.14 to 
the bond fund, and nothing to the con- 
struction fund. 

In the act for the formation of Irriga- 
tion districts, it is provided that the 
expense of purchasing property and 
constructing works and improvements 
provided for shall be wholly paid out 
of the construction fund, and that the 
care, operation, management, repair 
and improvements of the canal and 
works when completed and in use, in- 
cluding the salaries of officers and em- 
ployees may be paid «either by fixed 
rates of tolls and charges or by special 
assessment, the manner of levying 


which is pointed out, and is by special’ 


election and a notice specifying the 
amount to be raised and the purpose 
for which it is to be used. The money 80 
raised is to be collected and paid into 
the treasury the same as other assess- 
ments. 

Under this law it is clear that the di- 
rectors had no authority to divert the 
funds froth the purposes for which the 
assessment was voted, or to create the 
funds into which it was divided. - 

The plaintiff was entitled to payment 
on the warrants presented to the de- 
fendant, and the peremptory writ of 
mandate was accordingly issued. 


An Alleged Swindle. 


A neat little swindle was aired yes- 
terday "In a suit that was filed by G. H. 
Strofig to recover damages, rescision 
of deed and reconveyance of property 
from D. J. Carpenter et al. Strong is 
the owner of about twenty acres of land 
in the Rancho San Jose, valued at $10,- 
000, and incumbered with a debt of 
$3425. On May 7 an agreement was en- 
tered into that this property be con- 
veyed to Carpenter, and that as a con- 
sideration Strong should receive a deed 
to land in Lyon county, Iowa, alleged 
to belong to Carpenter, and also subject 
to certain incumbranc2s. 

In July, Carpenter gave Strong an ab- 
stract of title to the Iowa land, and the 
astonished “party of the first part’’ 
speedily discovered from the abstract 
itself that the title was not vested in 
Carpenter at all.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


A Tramp in the Police Court Tells 
| | of a Tragedy. 

Three travel-stained, but otherwise 
respectable-looking young men were ar- 
raigned in the Police ,Court yesterday 
for vagrancy. They were caught sleep- 
ing in a boxcar on the East Side. When 
Richard Mitchell, one of the trio, was 
asked to explain how he came to be 
there, he said he had been picking 
grapes at Fresno, and, Naving got 
through with his job, started to beat 
his way to Ventura to pick beans. 
While riding on a freight train with 
some companions, about three miles 
south of Tulare, a brakeman struck one 
of the party on the head with a club 
and knocked him off the car. Mitchell 
managed to stick to the train till he 
reached Saugus. There he learned that 
his companion, who had been struck 
by the brakeman,, was killed. There- 
fore, instead of going to Ventura, he 
came to Los Angeles to tell the Sheriff 
about it. Arriving here at night, dirty 
and travel-stained, he sought shelter in 
a boxcar till morning, expecting to 
clean up and go to the Sheriff's office 
in the morning. ‘ 

Mitchell insisted that he had positive 

wledge of the murder, and was ‘anx- 
ious to be a witness in the case. Justice 
Morrison accordingly sentenced him to 
ten days’ imprisonment in the City Jail, 
so he could be held while the alleged 
murder was being investigated. 
Wilson and Albert Coryell, Mitchell's 
fellow-prisoners, were given a fifteen- 
days’ floater each. They professed to 
know nothing about the murder, as 
they did not come in on the same train.

A Farmer’s Wife Killed by a Horse.

Summerland O11 Wells Increasing— 
A Falling Wall. 


SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 2.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The oil wells of Sum- 
merland are gradually increasing in 
number and in depth. Several companies 
have been formed during the past few 
weeks, with large capital, and the tests 
are to be greatly extended. 

It is stated that the Summerland Pe- 
troleum and Asphalt Development Com- 
pany.is formed in San Francisco with 
a stock of $350,000. Mr. Horn, represent- 
ing this firm, is already in the field, 
and has work on two wells commenced. 
Another corporation, with $50,000 at jts 
command, has commenced operations 
in the hills back of Summerland. The 
Alameda and Santa Barbara Develop- 
ment Company is also working on two 
wells, and in a few weeks some impor- 
tant strikes are expected. 

Up to the present time the prospectors 
have been satisfied with the first strata 
of petroleum, which is usually found at 
a depth of 120 to 200 feet. It was the 
general belief that below this a better 
grade and a much larger flow would be 
struck. These deeper tests are now to 
be made. 

H. L. Williams, owner of the old Or- 
tega Rancho, the site of the town of 
Summerland, and one of the first to 
prospect for oil, is putting in order a 
large plant on the beach below Summer- 
land, where several wells are located. 
He has one well, down about eighty 
feet, that produces over twenty-five 
barrels a day. Mr. Williams has a very 
complete outfit, both for development 
and for pumping purposes. 

The greatest difficulty the oil men en- 
counter is the lack of tank cars for 
transportation. Better rervice is ex- 
pected soon, but it is expected that as 
the supply increases a wharf will be 


built, and regular shipments made by 
water.

[ THE BURGLARS’ FENCE. | 


LANG BROUGHT HITHER FROM SAN 


Detective Gibson, Who Had Him in 
Charee, Says There is no Doubt 
as te the Gatit of Lang and His 
Los Angeles Confederates. 


Edward Lang, the electrician who 
was arrested in San Francisco last Sat- 
urday, on suspicion of being the “fence” 
and ringleader of a gang of burglars 
operating in Los Angeles, was brought 
down from San Francisco and handed 
over to the local authorities yesterday 
afternoon, An attempt was made to 
keep the arrival of Gibson and his pris- 
oner secret, but the matter leaked out. 
* A long consultation between Gibson 
and the local detectives was held last 
night, and the evidence against the 
prisoner thoroughly gone over. The 
result of the conference was not given 
out, but it ts probable that Lang and 
the three alleged burglars captured 
here will be arraigned before Justice 
Morrison today. 

The detectives claim that they have 
sufficient evidence to hold all the pris- 
oners, but they are very secretive as to 
the exact nature of the evidence at 
hand. They confidently expect one of 
the gang to “peach” and give the whole 
conspiracy away. It is understood that 
the prisoners are being very thoroughly 
sweated, with prospects that one of 
them will sooner or later turn State’s 
evidence. 

Among other things found in _ the 
rooms of the three men arrested ‘in a 
Wilmington street lodging house, were 
some sperm candles, which, together 
with the billies, whistle and revolvers 
captured show that:the prisoners were 
equipped to do burgilarious work. 
Some Confederate bills were also found 
in their possession. 

Detéctive Gibson, who brought Lang 
down from San Francisco, when seen 
at the Hollenbeck Hotel last night by 
a Times reporter, said he considered the 
case against the prisoners a very strong 
one. 

“Chief Glass and his detectives did 
a good piece of work when they rounded 
up the gang,” said he, “and there is lit- 
tle doubt of their ultimate conviction. 
I would not be surprised if they all 
plead guilty, for they cannot hope to 
escape conviction in the face of the 
evidence that has-been secured. Lang 
has made few guilty admissions as 
yet, but the probabilities are that he 
will weaken and make a full confession. 

“ No, I do not think that Lang has 
been associated with the gang long. He 
was born and reared in San Francisco 
and has always worked industriously 
at his trade. He is an electrician and 
@ good one, too. He has put electric 
appliances in many of the big buildings 
on the Coast, and has been regarded an 
honest man. He is a brother-in-law of 
Riley, who married his sister about 
seven years ago, and it was probably 
through Riley that he consented to act 
as a ‘fence’ for the burglars. Lang has 
a wife and children, and the exposure is 
a hard blow on him and his family, but 
he is making the best of a difficult sit- 
uation. 

“Riley and Williams, two of the men 
under arrest here, are ex-convicts. Moss 
has never been in State’s prison, but we 
have had him on our list for some time. 
He assisted in a®burglary at Fresno 
about six months.ago, by which the 
thieves procured considerable plunder, 
most of which we recovered in San 
Francisco. 

“This is the last of a dangerous gang 
who have been operating up and down 
the Coast for several years, There were 
probably a dozen men implicated alto- 
gether, but they have been captured, 
one or a few at a time, until there were 
only a few of them left. I remarked 
last Saturday evening to some of my 
fellow-detectives at San Francisco that, 
with the probable exception of a man 
named Buchanan, the whole gang was 

aixing down the st 
nabbed him.” 


“Did you recover much of ‘ - 
der, Mr. Gibson?’ 
. “Well, considerable; but most of it 
was melted up so that it could not be 
identified. . However, enough articles 
have been positively identified to make 
& sure case against the culprits.” 

Mr. Gibson said he would remain here 
till after the prelimina examination. 
The prisoners will ote bly be ar- 
raigned today, and their examination 
held as speedily as possible, in order 
not to detain Mr. Gibson longer than 
is necessary. This little trip, however, 
is sort of a vacation for Detective Gib- 
som. It was he who had charge of the 
detective work in the Durrant case. He 
found the body of Blanche Lamont in 
the belfry of Emanuel Church, and fur- 
nished most of the chain of evidence 
that is so securely coiled aroufid Theo- 
dore Durrant. _ 

“This is the first outside work I have 
done since I commenced on the Dur- 
rant case,” said Mr. Gibson. “I gave 
my attention exclusively to that, but 
when Chief Glass telegraphed us to lo- 
cate the San Francisco confederate of 
the Los Angeles burglars, we imme- 
diately proceeded to do so. A request 
from Chief Glass is always given 
prompt attention by Chief Crowley.

complying with our requests.” 

Detective Gibson spoke very highly 
of the-local police department, {ts head 
and subordinate officers. — 

As to the Durrant case, Mr. Gibson 
said he could not say what the outcome 
would be. There was no doubt in his 
mind of ‘Durrant’s guilt, but there was 
no telling what a jury would do. A 
hung jury was not improbable.

LOANS ON COUNTRY LANDS. The 
question of the difficulty of obtaining 
loans on country property still crops out 
occasionally throughout the State. In 
an interview with a member of a prom- 
inent firm of land-dealers in San Fran- 
cisco he spoke as follows on this sub- 
ject to a Call reporter: 

“A peculiar anomaly is presented by 
the fact that the banks would make big 
loans on farms prior to the depression 
on a too high valuation, and now when 
values are on bedrock very few country 
loans are made. Furthermore, loans, 
when desired by the farmer now, are 
more often for legitimate use and not 
for wild speculation, hence so much the 
better. Owners cultivating the land 
should be accommodated by banks, for 
it will allow them to make improve- 
ments that otherwise would be impossi- 
ble. The development that this would 
cause in the country would eventually 
benefit the city, for the city and coun- 
try are mutually dependent.” 


COMMERCIAL. 
ONTARIO LEMONS. According to 
the Ontario Record, the total shipments 


of lemons from that point from Decem-. 


ber of last year to August this year, 
nine months, were 26,830 boxes. The 
orange shipments-during the’same pe- 
riod were 79,812 boxes. The heaviest 
shipments of oranges were in January, 
February, March, April and May, those 
in April reaching 16,256 boxes. Only 
three boxes were shipped in August. 
The heaviest shipment of lemons was in 
July, 5063 boxes; the lightest in Decem- 
ber, 514 boxes. 


EUROPBAN OLIVES. Recent con- 
sular reports give the acreage in Italy 
devoted to olive culture at 2,250,000 
acres, and that of Spain at 5,000,000 
acres. France also cultivates a large 
acreage in olives and produces some 
eight to ten million gallons of oil an- 
nually. Unfortunately, the oil imported 
into the United States from all foreign 
countries is impure. A small amount 
of olive oil is mixed with a large per- 
centage of cotton-seed oid, peanut oil, 
or other inferior grade and sent to us 
as “olive oil.” 

The imports of alleged olive oil for 
the year ending with last June were 
775,046 gallons, worth $952,405, as against 
757,478 gallons, worth $909,897 for the 
previous fiscal year. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. The 
weather-crop bulletin of Southern Cali- 
fornia, for the week ending Mondoy, 
September 30, as complied by Observer 
George E. Franklin, says: 

The hot “norther’’ which prevailed at 
the close of the last bulletin, continued 
during the earlier portion of the past 
week, and was followed by cooler, gen- 
érally cloudy weather with local rains 
in the mountains and in the southern 
sections, and some foggy mornings on 
the immediate coast. The warm, dry 
weather was favorable for raisin mak- 
ing and for finishing the drying of such 
frujt as was still out, but the latter 
part of the week was somewhat un- 
favorable for the bean harvest.
